It is very likely that the bonus! 
system will be: re-established in the 
Santa Fe railroad shops here, as the 
result of meetings that were held 
Monday and Tuesday. The putting in 
of the new system, it is said will 
mean an additional of about $2,000 
a month to the men employed here. 
Its installation, however is purely 
optional with the men of the dif- 
ferent shops of the system. 

Monday there wag a meeting of the 
boilermakers,. mach’ t ists and electri- 
cians, and Tuesday afternoon a meet- 
nd of those pre- 
sent about 95 per tt voted in favor 
of giving the plan trial. Even if 
‘thé ‘systoin ts ‘put Mito effect, which 
would not be for about ninety days, 
any workmen, who desires to re- 
ceive his straight hour wage only, 
will be permitted to do so. : 

Under the bonus plan, which the 
Santa Fe is to reestablish in the 
shops, the regular pay would be 
guaranteed to every workman. Bonus 
would begin at 66.7-per cent efficiency 
showing, ‘based on schedules pre- 
pared from actual operations. 

At the different -meetings held, 
talks were made by KE. F. Kelleher, 
assistant master mechanic of the 
shops here, J. K. Wats6én, car fore- 
man of the shops at San Bernardino, 
and Charles Baldwin, general chair- 
man of the electricians of the sys- 
tem. 

So far the assent to a trial has 
been given by the men of the shops: 
at San Bernardeno, Cleveland, 
Texas and Richmond. Other shops 
yet to be visited and the plan ex- 
plained to the men are located at 
Shoptown, Kansas, Albuqurque, New 
Mexico, La Junta, Colorado and 
Topeka, Kansas. 

When the asscnt of the men in all 
shops is secured there will be a 
general conference of representatives 
of the men, and the details of the 
plan will be decided upon. 

The bonus system in effect in the 
shops of the Santa Fe system from 
1906 to 1918, when the railroad was 
taken over by federal control. 

Yesterday noon there was a fmeet- 
ing of the men of the shops when 
they were addressed by Isasiah Hale, | 
safety commissioner for the road, 
who addressed the men on the topic, 
“Friendship and Safety in Connect- 
ion With Efficiency.”

born, or the red revolutionist with a 
torch under cover, to disseminate his 
vicious doctrines in America. — PoliticalN 
philosophy and freedom of expression 
is one thing, social chaos, advocated by 
the element which sought to take con- 
trol of the Farmer-Labor party in Chi- 
cago recently, another. There is no 
room in our system for advocates of 
political or social chaos. Anarchistic 
agitation has cost the life of one Presi- 
dent (McKinley), and it may give jm- 
pulse to the homicidal’instinct at any 
time. 

Prsident. McKinley was, as Colonel 
Roosevelt expressed it in his first mes- 
age to Congress, ‘as emphatically the 
embodiment of the popular will of the 
nation expressed through the forms of 
law as a New England town meeting 
is in similar fashion the embodiment of 
the law abiding purpose and -practice 


of cea of the town.” 


Yet he was murdered by a wretch 
of low mentality on whose mind visions 
of tyranny had been impressed by ora- 
tors and writers not native to this soil, 
and out of sympathy with our insti- 
tutions. 

Again, Mr. Roosevelt expressed a 
simple truth, when he said: ‘For the 
anarchist himself, whether he preaches 
or practices his doctrines, we need not 
have one particlé more concern than 
for any ordinary murderer. He is net 
the victim of social or political, injus- 
tice. There are no wrongs to; remedy 
in his case. The cause of his criminal- 
ity is to be found in his own eyil pas- 
sons and in the conduct of those who 
urge him on, not in any: failure by 
others or by the State to do justice 
to him or his,” 

Any citizen who is hogestly dis- 
satisfied with our system of govern- 
ment is entitled to the protection of 
the statutes when he argues in behalf, 
of another system. But anarchy is the 
absence of system, It should have no 
standing in those courts which its ad- 
vocates affect to despise. —
